The Scope of Typewriters Growing. 


In the early days of the typewriter, the st« 
1dvance in sales was along the line of th 
espondence machines, but as competition d¢ 
veloped and the different makes came into thi 
narket, new fields were sought, and the type 
writer rapidly advanced into use as a billing 
ind statistical machine. 


The use of the loose leaf systems, and card 
records, made it possible to write all accounting 
records upon the typewriter. These systems 
have an advantage over the old methods in 
that it is possible to keep the live accounts 
ontinually assorted and together, while the 
ead accounts are filed and passed for future 
eference 

Typewriters are now used to some extent 
to make out bills, invoices and commercial r 
ports in the large commercial houses; remittance 


letters, clearing house statements and trial 
balances in the banks; bordereaux and vital sta 
tistics in the insurance companies; waybills, 
freight bills, audit office reports, balance sheets, 
statement and ticket reports on the railways, 
but the field is comparatively undeveloped. 


There are several reasons why progress has 
not been made in developing these special uses 
for the typewriter Salesmen have not bee! 
trained ir /presé nting the merits of the type 
writer along these lines; managers have been 


satisfied to take the easy business, and the 
executive officers, while the companies have 
been prospering along the old lines, have not 
seen the advantage of preparing in advance fo1 
the increased demand for typewritten records

The Enormous Field. 


The typewriting companies in this country 
are now making approximately five hundred 
machines daily, and selling three hundred ma. 
chines a day in the United States and Canada. 
The adding machine companies are making and 
selling about fiftcen thousand machines yearly. 
One of the large cash register companies have 
built up a business of fifty thousand machines 
yearly, and had to create their own market. 
These figures go to show the possibilities in a 
successful typewriter adding attachment with a 
machine constructed to meet the needs of the 
special uses, and sold by a trained selling force 
to railways, banks, insurance companies, com 
mercial houses, and all places where added fig- 
ures and written words are used in combina- 
tion. 


A saving can always be shown on a new 
use, and the superior merits of the special ma- 
chine creates an opening which enables the com- 
pany, if the sale is properly pushed, to secure 
the correspondence business as well. Especial- 
ly is this true in the large commercial houses, 
railways, corporations and the other companies 
having branch offices in the different cities. A 
salesman may create a demand for a new use 
at one of the branch offices, but unless followed 
up at the purchasing office, and the merits of 
the machine and the advantage of the system 
presented to the executive officials, the value 
of his work is lost; while, were the salesman’s 
efforts followed up and a unity of purpose es 
tablished at both points, the result would have 
been satisfactory in sales. Large users gener- 
ally like to purchase one make of machine, and 
will contract for quantities if the machine is 
shown to be adapted to all the conditions exist- 
ing in their business, 


The New Tools. 


Salesmen should be furnished with the va- 
rious forms which are adapted to the typewriter, 
and their energies directed along the lines of 
the special uses, There are numerous little at- 
tachments and conditions required to meet the 
needs of the local situation which it would be 
impracticable to detail in this article, but I 
have endeavored to cover the field and the de- 
mand, and to show how the demand can be 
supplied, leaving it to the local salesmen to 
secure the necessary help to bring the local con- 
dition into shape in the matter of forms and ma- 
chines, so that he can effect sales. It remains 
for the managers and executive officers to di- 
rect the energies of the selling forces at .the va- 
rious branch offices and agencies so that a unity 
of purpose will be secured, and the executive 
officials to provide a visible writing, interchange- 
able wide and narrow carriage machine with 
an adding attachment having counters as many 
columns, and a billing device, to cover this large 
and profitable field.

Milwaukee has always taken the lead in the 
typewriting inventions, It was here that the 
first typewriter was invented by Latham P. 
Sholes, and it is, therefore, fitting that this rev- 
olutionary departure should also be the product 
of Milwaukee genius and industry.

The battleship that is not modernly equipped 
with death dealing devices of the most modern

What is true about equipment in bloody wa 
is equally true in commercial war. The busi- 
ness man who would seek to enter the ‘‘open 
door’’ of foreign commerce, who would send his 
fleets to foreign ports must be equipped with 
modern business appliances or he will be out 
Togo-ed in the strife. The business man in 
America too who would successfully compete 
with his neighbor must be system through and 
through, for which is the peer of his competitor 
if he is an American? 

The Workers supplement of the Chicago 
Tribune recently contained an apt illustration 
of this when it related the story of a wearied 
business man that called upon his doctor confess- 
ing ‘‘1 am losing my mind.’’ It seems that the 
man had been very successful in business and 
for several years had endeavored to carry the 
details of his tremendous business in his head. 
The doctor skillfully drew from him his 
pathetic story and gave him at the conclusion 
of it a preseription. It was not for lotions or 
pills or sundry drugs but a letter to a friend of 
his who dealt in office systems and appliances. 
The distracted man told his troubles to the 
appliance dealer, and for every trouble there 
was an appliance, sometimes only a little card 
system and again involving more costly and 
complicated devices, in this case not only a 
money saver but a life saver.

A NEW PEN METAL. 


\ widely-known electric firm of Berlin has 


obtained German letters patent for a new writing 


pen, which is made of tantalite. This is one of 
the hardest of known metals. In tests of a sheet 
of it a diamond drill, working for three days and 
three nights with 5,000 revolutions per minute, 
was found to have made scarcely a noticeable 
impression, while the drill itself was dulled. The 
tantalite pen resists chemicals to a very high 
degree. It ‘is much harder and more elastic 
than the steel pen, and on that aceount inde- 
structible. It is even more elastic than a gold 
pen, and it is predicted that if it will be placed 
upon the market at a moderate price it will 
supersede both steel and gold pens.

The average salesman does not find much time 
to become acquainted with himself for he is 
usually intent upon the disposal of his goods. 

The average manufacturer is usually consumed 
with a desire to produce his products cheaper 
and quicker. 

So with the entire business world. For that 
reason we have believed it well to take a few 
moments from the business hours of life to 
‘* know thyself.’’ 

Here are two salesmen who both assert that 
they will succeed. One does and the other does 
not. There are two business men who declare 
that they will succeed. One does and the other 
does not. Where is the cause or what is the 
reason that one succeeds and the other fails? 


Feel, and Win. 

Man is either creature or a creator of cir 
cumstance. If he is the master of his own pow- 
ers he is king. If he is subjugated by his pas- 
sions he is a slave. If he has locked within him- 
self, where lies the secrets of power he knows 
whether or not he has the qualitites that will 
prodnece success. The first essential of success is 
eharacter, and who does not know that character 
is what we are, not what we are supposed to be. 
Uncover your soul and feel within yourself, 
mind you FEEL that you will succeed, and you 
will. There is a vast difference between feeling 
and saying, and that difference marks the cause 
for one man’s success and the other’s failure. 
A salesman may have been endeavoring for 
weeks to sell his commodity and not made 
enough to pay his expenses, yet not be a fail 
ure. In the lexicon of the man who feels that 
he will succeed there is no such word as failure. 
It was simply an experience in his life through 
which he passed and which will be of service 
to him when he attempts to make future sales.

THE DUDLEY LOOSE LEAF COPY HOLDER.

HE HATED TYPEWRITERS. 

The late Associate Justice Gray, of the Su- 
preme Court, was very eccentric. Among his 
prejudices was a deep and lasting aversion for 
a typewriter. That machine did not come into 
general use until Justice Gray was an old man 
and he never became reconciled to it. It made 
him furious if a lawyer filed with him a motion 
or other court paper typewritten. He invariably 
returned it with a brusque request that the mat- 
ter be written in longhand. He had a stenog- 
rapher at his disposal, but never utilized his 
services, as he wrote all his letters as well as 
his opinions. He notified the clerk of the Su 
preme Court not to send him any typewritten 
paper, no matter how important it might be. 
He never neglected an opportunity to denounce 
typewriters. The result of his hatred for these 
machines was that he did three times as much 
work as the other justices.
